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Festival of the Song Triumphs 
Despite Thunder and Deluge 


The power of a group vision, 
this time the vision of the New 
Deal Café’s governing board to 
turn the café into a forum for 
great local music, was manifest 
this week in Old Greenbelt. It 
proved the adage that “if you 
build it, they will come.” The 
third Annual Festival of the 
Song, an outdoor celebration of 
local singers and songwriters, be- 
gan Thursday and continued 
through Sunday, July 13, in 
Greenbelt’s Roosevelt Center. 

The stage was set up in front 
of the mother and child statue in 
Roosevelt Center. Underneath a 
canopied tent 100 feet away the 
sound equipment was arrayed. 
The musicians, lounging about 
on benches in the shade, drinking 
iced mochas, were determined to 
perform. 

Acoustic and electric guitars, 
keyboards, fiddles, flutes, har- 
monicas and even a cello accom- 
panied these diverse groups as 
they played their sets. From the 
ethereal voices and harmony of 
Rick and Audrey (featuring 
Deanna on cello) to the ener- 
getic whimsy of Continuous 
Play, the eclectic group of musi- 
cians gave it all they had. Al- 
though microphone checks and 
set-ups were sometimes irritat-

ingly long be- 
tween perfor- 
mances, these 
are the kinks 
that must be 
dealt with in 
live — perfor- 
mance. Some of 
the bands had 
the traditional 
CDs available 
for sale, for 
anyone who 
liked their mu- 
SIC. 

Following 
an open mic 
that went from noon Saturday to 
1:15 p.m., a wide variety of 
songwriters were allotted an hour 
apiece, slated to end at 11 p.m. 
But that was when the last band, 
ironically called “Continuous 
Play,’ got started. “Continuous 
Play” came equipped with a full 
PR team complete with video 
cameras, still photographers and 
free CDs distributed by girls 
with bare midriffs as we left the 
café that evening. 

Rain Intrudes 

Though Saturday morning 
was promisingly sunny, the event 
suffered from scattered early after-

Studies Explore Sedimentation 
And Pollution Problems at Lake 


At a Greenbelt City Council 
worksession on June 18, Mark 
Burchick, representing Environ- 
mental Systems Analysis, Inc. 
(ESA), summarized two reports 
that his company had prepared 
for the City of Greenbelt. The re- 
ports were a Greenbelt Lake wa- 


tershed assessment and a 
Greenbelt Lake wildlife manage- 
ment plan. 


The ESA Greenbelt Lake wa- 
tershed report described the sedi- 
mentation and pollution impacts 
on the lake of the several sub-wa- 
tersheds and suggested remedial 
actions. 

Water samples taken during a 
rain storm on March 20, 2003 in- 
dicate that the inflow into the 
lake of nitrogen, phosphorous, fe- 
cal coliform bacteria, oil and 
grease, aluminum, copper and lead 
exceeded EPA or Code of Mary- 
land regulation standards for 
stream water quality but were not 
a danger to human health. Dis- 
charge at the lake spillway also 
exceeded state standards for nitro- 
gen, phosphorus, oil and grease 
and copper. 

The report recommends stream 
bed and bank erosion control 
measures for the Lakewood/Wood- 
land Hills watershed to alleviate

excessive sedimentation into the 
forebay at the lake. This water- 
shed also has the highest rate of 
organic pollution that the report 
says 1s best controlled by revert- 
ing the waterway to its natural 
condition. This would entail re- 
moving the concrete channel and 
replacing it with a heavy planting 
scheme, grade control structures 
and bank protection. 
Roosevelt Center 

Inorganic pollutants from the 
Roosevelt Center area that flow 
into the creek from the former 
“Candy Cane City” are signifi- 
cant, according to ESA. The com- 
pany suggests that a commercial 
oul/grit separator or forced infiltra- 
tion system could be installed 
under the post office parking lot. 
Such a system would cost ap- 
proximately $30,000 and would 
require periodic cleaning and 
maintenance. 

An alternate suggestion was to 
construct an off-line storm water 
management pond in the area be- 
tween the parking lot and Braden 
Field. 

The Charlestowne North water- 
shed appears to be stable, accord- 
ing to the report, and no manage- 
ment actions were recommended. 

The most important factor im- 


pacting the health of Greenbelt 
Lake is the resident Canada goose 
population. ESA prepared a 
Greenbelt Lake wildlife manage- 
ment plan including recommenda- 
tions for mitigation of the nega- 
tive effects of the geese in terms 
of water quality and attractive- 
ness. 

The plan recommends strongly 
that the city implement various 
management strategies. Among 
these is to capture birds during 
the molting season (June and 
July) when they are flightless; 
those captured could be 
euthanized and where possible of- 
fered for human consumption. 
Shoreline enhancements could 
also make the lake and its sur- 
roundings less attractive to geese. 
Kevlar perimeter fencing could 
protect young plants. 

Most important would be 
implementing a formal policy and 
deploying signage that prohibit 
visitors from feeding the geese. 
Geese could also be harassed 
with a non-lethal laser gun. Oiling 
or addling (shaking) eggs on an 
annual basis might also be insti- 
tuted. 

To date none of these recom- 
mendations has been implemented 
and studies are continuing. 
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Meet Dorothy Pyles: First 
Lady of Greenbelt East

“I believe 
I’m the only 
living person 
in Greenbelt to 
have a_ tree 
dedicated to 
her,’ says Dor- 
othy Pyles, 
Greenbelt’s 
Outstanding 
Citizen of 
1993. Al- 
though there’s 
no plaque, she 
takes pride in 
this living ac- 
knowledgment 
of her past contributions to 
the city’s police department. 

Recognized as Outstanding 
Citizen primarily for her sig- 
nificant contributions to city 
safety in her work on crime 
prevention, Pyles created the 
first crime watch organization 
in Greenbelt for her 
Greenbriar neighborhood and 
worked actively to develop 
similar organizations else- 
where in the city. 

That activity led to her on- 
going concern for the well-be- 
ing of the police department 
itself, which at the time was 
housed within the lower level 
of the Municipal Building. 

Given a tour of the locker 
room facilities in the 
building’s basement, she was 
appalled to discover how 
dank and mildewed were the 
quarters where the officers had 
to store their woolen uni- 
forms. The walls and ceiling 
were absolutely dripping, she 
says. 

Later, when some citizens 
began to express reservations 
about the importance of con- 
structing a new building to 
house the department, she led 
them on tours of that locker 
room. That was all that was 
needed, she says, to turn them 
into supporters. 

Federal Worker 

When Pyles moved to 
Greenbelt in 1979, she was 
within a year of retiring from 
her position with the Federal 
Deposit Insurance Corporation 
(FDIC), where she had worked 
for some 25 years, primarily 
as an auditor. For nine years

earlier she had 
been employed 
in other federal 
departments, 
including some 
of the New 
Deal agencies 
housed at that 
time in the un- 
sightly and un- 
comfortable 
temporary 
buildings near 
Constitution 
Avenue in 
Washington not 
far from where 
the National Gallery of Art 
was later constructed. 

Pyles grew up in Washing- 
ton, though she spent her 
childhood at the edge of the 
New Jersey Palisades across 
the Hudson River from New 
York City. She raised her 
three children in a Washington 
apartment building overlook- 
ing an employee entrance to 
the zoo, where children of the 
neighborhood played just in- 
side its gate. Her parents, in 
the adjacent apartment, helped 
with care of her children 
while she, a single parent, was 
at work. 

Neighborhood Focus 

When the first develop- 
ments were built in Greenbelt 
East, the Baltimore-Washing- 
ton Parkway, which had al- 
ways formed the eastern bor- 
der of the city’s residential 
section, continued for old-tim- 
ers to feel like the municipal 
boundary. At that time there 
was no pedestrian bridge over 
the parkway, as there is today. 
Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School (ERHS) had opened 
only in 1976 and_ the 
Greenway Center began busi- 
ness in 1980. 

Greenbelters’ attention to 
the eastern properties focused 
on the early demolition of 
forestlands for the construction 
of Greenbriar. And an even 
greater concern was the 
developer’s creation of a sew- 
age treatment plant on-site, by 
which means he was able to 
evade the county’s moratorium

From there, I can man- 
age the short walk into the park 
itself and enjoy a full view of 
the fireworks, including the 
ground displays, and it is one of 
the highlights of my rather mun- 
dane life. This year, however, I 
arrived at the entrance to the 
parking lot only to be turned 
away because the lot was full, 
and had to return home. I was 
later told that for the first time 
this July 4, handicapped permits 
were not required for the 
Greenbelt Lake Parking lot. 

I think it is a sad thing that I 
and probably many other dis- 
abled senior residents’ of 
Greenbelt were deprived of see- 
ing this year’s fireworks. Let us 
hope that this misguided, short- 
sighted policy change is also 
short-lived.

Fireworks Parking 
Policy Explained 


This letter 1s in response to 
Louise Wilding’s complaint. 

Parking spaces are at a pre- 
mium at Buddy Attick Park, espe- 
cially for the Fourth of July cel- 
ebration. For the most part, it is 
a “first come, first served” situa- 
tion. Handicapped placards or 
registration do not necessarily 
ensure a parking space. There 
simply are not enough spaces to 
accommodate everyone regardless 
of infirmity. 

The parking policy allows for 
elderly persons to park within 
the lot. Some spaces are re- 
served for vehicles displaying 
handicapped placards or registra- 
tion. Once the lot is full drivers 
may drop off passengers but 
must park elsewhere. 

The policy reasonably pro- 
vides equal access to elders. 
While it is true that in years past 
the entire parking lot was re- 
served for vehicles displaying 
handicapped placards of registra- 
tion, even then people were 
turned away once the lot was 
full. The only way to assure a 
space is to arrive early.

Local Rabies Alert

The public is advised not to 
approach wild animals and at- 
tempt to contact or trap the ani- 
mals. Animals displaying unusual 


behavior, such as aggressiveness, 
difficulty walking or discharge 
around the face, should be re- 
ported immediately to Greenbelt 
Animal Control (301-474-6124) 
or the Greenbelt Police Depart- 
ment (301-474-7200.) 

For safety do not allow dogs, 
cats or other pets outside without 
supervision. Make sure that 
pet’s rabies vaccinations are up 
to date and report any contact 
between pets and wild animals 
to animal control and the pet’s 
veterinarian. They will advise if 


monitoring or follow-up rabies 
vaccinations are advisable.

on development until a major 
new plant at Seneca Falls in 
Montgomery County would 
come on-line. (The local plant 
was later demolished.) Thus, 
when the first residents of 
Greenbriar moved into their new 
apartments, perhaps what we 
think of as Old Greenbelt seemed 
less than welcoming. 

However, the newcomers early 
found their own concerns. 
Among these was the formation 
of condominium associations and 
a central governance structure for 
all the new developments, the 
Greenbelt East Advisory Council 
(GEAC). 

Even more worrisome was the 
advent of crime and its increase 
in these newer sections, where 
Greenbelt Road, the Beltway and 
the Parkway provided quick ac- 
cess and escape. 

It was concern with this issue 
that first engaged Pyles in volun- 
teer work within the city; her 
special focus on this area still 
continues. 

For 15 years she served as 
treasurer of the Greenbriar Com- 
munity Association. She has 
also been Greenbriar’s representa- 
tive on GEAC since the mid-80s 
when the larger association was 
formed. 

Pyles has also assumed an ac- 
tive role in the beautification of 
Greenbriar’s Phase III where she 
lives. During one spring, she 


says, she personally planted 
some 281 begonia plants at its 
main entrance and has helped to 
establish four other gardens 
nearby. For these contributions 
her neighbors have dedicated a 
bench in her honor, complete 
with plaque designating her 
“First Lady of Greenbelt East.” 

She has also been drawn into 
participation in organizations of 
the city as a whole. She works 
in general elections at the polls 
at ERHS, where she hands out 
flyers. She also helps to support 
the New Deal Café and is a vol- 
unteer driver for GIVES 
(Greenbelt Intergenerational Vol- 
unteer Exchange Service). 

For these and her many other 
contributions, this Outstanding 
Citizen of Greenbelt for 1993 
was recognized in the following 
year in a wider circle by the in- 
clusion of her biography in the 
commemorative volume, Women 
of Achievement in _ Prince 
George’s County History. 

She is proud of her three chil- 
dren — all now grown. Her 
daughter, Mary Elizabeth, a sci- 
entist in naval oceanography, 
lives in Mississippi. A son, Paul, 
manages real estate in St. Croix, 
the Virgin Islands, where Dorothy 
spends every Thanksgiving. Her 
second son, John, a secret service 
agent and the father of her only 
grandchild, lives in Burtonsville.
